1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These rults may 
be called the Security Printing Press, Hyderabad (General 
Manager) Recruitment Rules, 1982, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi¬ 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of pod, classification and scale of pay.—The 
number of the post, its classification and the scale of pay 
attached thereto, shall be as specific^ in columns .'2) to 
(4) of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Mctliod of recruitment, age limit, qualification'- etc.—The 
method of recruitment to the said post age limit, qualifications

4. DisqualificatiorLS.— No pereon—■ 

(i) who has entered into or contracted a mariiage with
